Test scores raise doubts about progress of school reform

NEW YORK - Minority studenU 
scored big' gains on the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test in 1987, but the aver- 
, age for all groups stagnated for the 
third straight year, raising doubts 
about the progress of school reform. 

• The average verbal score among 
the 1.1 million c'ollegfi-bound stu- 
dents who took tho two-part multi- 
ple-choice exam was 430, down a 
point from 1986, but still six points 
above the all-time low on that sec- 
tion reached in 1980, the College 
Boarff reported Tuesdoy. 

The average mathematics score 
gained a point to 476, its highest 
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level since 1976. The vcjbal. and 
math portions are each stored on a 
scale of 200-800. 

However, Secretory of Education 
William J. Bennett said in an inter- 
view. that he believed the SAT 
scores were "still too low" and that 
reforms “had not gone deep enough, 

‘ Blacks continued a decade-long 
pattern of gains.. Average verbal 
scores hove risen 21 points to 351 
since 1977, and 20 points to 377 on 
the math. 


But blacks remoin o long way 
from closing the gup with white sto- 
-dcots.who averaged. 447-on lhc_ver-_ 
bal section in 1987 and 489 on' the 
math. ' • - 

‘The black-white SAT difference 
bos been reduced by 50 pointu in 1 1 
years. This is positive, ^t the sim- 
pld truth is that the SAT scores of 
black and white students arc o long' 
way from parity," said College 
Board president Donald M.-Stcwoit 
at a news conference. 

The national SAT overages, cited 
by the federal goverrnnenf and 
others os o barometer of sch'ool 
' performance, have chong|rf little 


since 1985. From 1981 to 1984, 

scores improved steadily. - - 

Similar flat results 'were an- 
nounced Monday for the rival ACT 
cxam.‘.-thc predominant college cn- 
tronce test in 28 Midwestern and 
Western states. The four-part exam, 
administered by the American Col- 
lege Testing-Program in Iowa City. 
Iowa, and taken by approximately 
777,000 graduating high- school 
students, dipped 0.1 percent to 18.7 
from the year earlier, on a scale of 
1-36. 

' Blacks averaged 13.4 on'tho ACT 
in 1987, up.from 13.0 in 1986, but 
remained cohsiderably below the 
19.7 average among white students. 


Test officials cautioned, however, 
that while Improved'ocndcmic prep- 
aration among minorily-^studonts- 
scemed to be boosting test results, 
schooling , for most remained 
inferior. 

"Over the past several years, the 
proportion of ACT-tested students 
from minority groups .taking a core 
high school curriculum has in- 
creased noticeably,” said Samuel D. 
Cargilc, director of ACT's office of 
minority education. 

“What’s most interesting about 
the SAT results is the consistency 
in the last five years that minorities 
are rising foster than white 
counterparts. It’s pleasing to us to 


know that the kinds of programs im- 
plemented in schools over the last 
five or tcn-ycars arc starting toi>ay — 
(}ff," said Keith Geiger, vice pre- • 
sident of the Nalionol Education 
Association. ^

high school math, compared with 76 
percent of Asian Americans and 63 
percent of all students. 

"Could this be one reason that av- 
crage^AT math scores for Asians 
are 45 points above the national 
mcap, while average math scores 
for blacks arc 99 points below it?"

Love said Tuesday afternoon the 
KTVB newsroom awaited the re- 
turn of a film crew for details about 
the crash, os reporters scanned 
wire services for updates. A second 
film crew - a reporter and cam- 
eraman — departed by car to the 
crash site in Hailey at ILa.m. Mon- 
day to report on the crash. 


initial story featured breaking news

LaRouche admits aides committied 
fraud, nationwide scheme not real 


BOSTON (AP) - Lyndon H. LaRouche conceded 
Tuesday his Boston campaign aides might have com- 
mitted credit card fraud, but said charges that it was 
part of a nationwide scheme were Concocted after he 
refused to help the Nicaraguan Contras. 

LaRouche, speaking to reporters during the second 
day of juiy selection in the government’s case 
-against him, said his refusal to aid tHe Contras led 
the Justice Department under President Reagan to 
plot his political nlin. 

“At that point, some people who had been not un- 
friendly to me inside the intelligence community 
started the process, with the assistance of some of 
my longstanding social-democratic enemies within 
the intelligence community, which led to this trial,” 
LaRouche said. 

Prior to the fallout with Reagan, LaRouche 
contendcdr hc had been working with high-level 
Kremlin officiala on secret negotiations aimed at a 
strategic arms treaty between the United States and 
the Soviet Union. 

LaRouche. who -espouses theories of-world - con- 
spirocics and believes, he is the target of assassins, 
has run in every presidential election since 1976 and 


is seeking the 1988 Democratic nomination. Ho had 
several bodyguards with him at his press briefing 
and aides took pictures of reporters and 
photographers. 

He is Gorged with conspiring to obstruct the Jus- 
tice Department investigation of. an alleged credit 
card and loan frSud scheme which the government 
says LaRducHeVpolitftnrorganlzntiona used to raise 
millions -of- dollars for-his 1984 presidonUal 
campaign. ' ' r n 

Five affiliated organizations and seven Jollowers 
have also been charged In the case. 

During two raids on LaRouche offices in the Bos- 
ton area and at his Leesburg, Va., headquarters, in- 
vestigators seized notebooks prosecutors say detail 
the fraud and cover-up. , . . ,

In disregarding some good and logical reasons 
to turn the measure down, Congress has made a 
mistake, in our view, in approving a reparations 
“ measure which would reinburse some 60,000

Has the Soviet bear become n dove, or merely a 
smarter bear? 


Ucneral Secretary Mikhail S. Gorbachev talks 
about global interdependence and the collective* 
security dilemma of the nuclear ago. The Soviet 
Union cannqt be secure, he observes, if its neigh- 
bors are insecure. That’s a new one; since the 
1930s Soviet security policy has been promised 
on the belief that its security was fundamentally 
tied to military dominance over its periphery. At 
the strategic level the Soviets freely engage us in 
discussions aimed at securing cuts of 50 percent 
in ofTcnsive nuclear forces. Ten years ago Sccrc* 
taiy of State Cyrus R; Vance was brusquely re- 
buffed by Moscow when he suggested 10 percent 
ro duetlons.

The jury is still out as to whether Gorbachov’s 
moves reflect potentially enduring Soviet views 
on security. In the meantime, however, they pro- 
vide Gorbachev with a doctrinal basis for holding 
the line on defense spending, if he can get the 
"threaC — the United States - to cooperate. 

This is, of course, wherc'ermscontrol comes in.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Supreme 
Court nominee Robert Bork was de- 
scribed by a noted legal scholar 
Tuesday as a man whose views 
"could spell chaos” for the nation, 
but other witnesses at his confirma- 
tion hearings defended him and 
said his views have been distorted 
by critics. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee 
heard the opposition to Bork from 
Haivard University Law School Pro- 
fessor Laurence Tribe, himself men- 
tioned as a possible Supreme Court 
justice some day. 

And a panel of witnesses includ- 
ing novelist William Styrdh and art- 
ist Robert Rauschenberg suggested 
confirming Bork to the Supreme 
Court would be a threat to freedom 
of expression.

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Cancer claims comedian of ‘Laugh-In' 





ENGLEWOOD. Fla. (AP) - Dan 
Rowan, who tcamcd^th Dick Mar- 
tin for an irreverent 1960s comedy 
show, "Laugh-In," that broke new 
television ground and made such 
phrases as “Sock it to me" and 
“Here come the judge" part of the 
American scene, died Tuesday of 
cancer. He was 65. 

Rowan died at 5:54 a.m. MDT at 
his homo, on Manasota Key. with 
his wife, Joanna, and daughter, 
Mary, at his bedside,' said Valerie 
Douglos, a famiy spokeswoman. 

The comedian, also survived by a 
son, Potrick, had learned nine 
months ago of his illness. 

"We knew he had lymphatic 
cancer, but we didn't expect this so 
quickly," Ms. Douglas said. 

The Emmy-winning "Rowan and 
Martin's Laugh-In" was one of TV’s 
classics, an overnight sensation 
. that erected a raft of new stars, in- 
cluding Gojdic Hawn and Lily 
Tomlin. i 

“There’s never becn*anything on 
television like it," Rowan said on 
- the eve of "Laugh-In's" debut in 
1967. He was right. I 

Martin played the vague, inept 
lecher while Rowan was the 
straight man. 

“I’m the authority, settled, 
steady, sober, rcasonobic, square, 
indignont at the life he leads,’’ 
Rowan said. 

After its opening, announced by 
Gary Owncs “from beautiful down- 
town Burbank," there were 
— blackouts, skctchcs-and-one-liners,- 
that gave the show a lighting-fast 
pace.

Regular gags included the Flying 
Fickle Finger of Fate Award; 
Laugh-In Looks ot the News; graf- 
fiti written on the body of the bikini- 
clad Miss Hawn; the poetry comer 
with a flower-carrying Henry 
Gibson; and a mncintosh-clad man 
who kept overturning his tricycle. 

Other favorites were Arte 
Johnson as the German soldier,

Beef liver tops 
of economical protein buys

TWIN FALLS - Meals usuolly center around a 
protein-type main dish. More often than not, this is 
the most expensive portion of the meal and is the 
likely item "that price-conscious shoppers juggle 
when tfying to balance their other grocery needs. 

What is a good protein buy those days? A recent 
study by the U, 3, Department of Agriculture-reveals- 
the best bargains for meats and some meat alter- 
nates using nationwide prices collected in June of 
1987 by the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

Beef liver, at the cost of 28 cents for. a 3 oz. serving, 
was the economic leader, while a rib roast of beef nt 
$1.67 for the some 3 oz. serving topped the chart for 
the compared meat items. Chicken and turkey rated 
well in the survey costing 42 cents and 43 cents re- 
spectively for a 3 oz. rendy-to-cook serving. 

The study also compared the cost of 20 grams of 
protein as related to tho various meats and aUemnte 
protein sources. This 20 grams is about Va of the 
daily protein requirement for a 20-year-old man. 

Meat oltcrnates, like eggs and peanut butter, were 


favorably listed in the charts, costing 20 cents and 29 
cents respcctivoly^.for the compared 20 groms of 
protein. Unfortunately, although these items were 
economical, the amounts of coch that it takes to 
equal the 20 grams are wcll-over-those that-peoplc 
normolly — or healthwiae — should ent during a' 
day: 3 eggs or 4 tablespoons of peanut butter. 

J^d processed meat like frankfurters which cost 
78 cents to equal the 20 grams, and bacon, which 
— coBt84l.ll-to-mect-thc-8amc,-ar(LnoLonly-expenaive, 
but also hard and unhealthy to consume in the quan- 
tities necessary to provide protein. One would need 
to cat four hot dogs or 10 slices of bacon to get the 
same 20 grams of protein found in less than half a 
can of tuna fish at only 33 cents for the serving. 

Cnccse fell halfway between the scale, costing 55 
cents to give the required grams — roughly 1/5 of a 
pound. 

Consumers need to look, then, not only at the cost 
of an item, but must also realize how much of it will 
bo needed to provide an adequate serving of protein, - 
For these reasons, liver, tuna, ground beef, turkey 
and chicken arc perhaps. the most economic sources 
of protein. They’i'e not only inexpensive, but their 
protein concentrations arc also high.

separote recipes. The beef was bro- 
ken down with-32V^-pounds of 
round used, 18 pounds of sirloin, 12 
pounds of chuck, IIV 4 of ground 
beef, BVi of short loin, 7 of stew 
meat, 5 of beef flank, 4 pounds each 
ofribs and short ribs and 2V^ . 
pounds of brisket. 

This year all cuts of beef could be 
used except organ meats. Thirty- 
one percent of the recipes used mari- 
nated meat. 

. Cooking methods varied with 15 
braising, 12 roasting or baking, 
nine pan frying, seven broiling, four 
stir-frying, two in the microwave • 
and one deop-fat frying. 

Interestingly enough main dish 
salads were the biggest category of 
recipes. 10 salads, 


seven steak recipes, six stew 
recipes, five rolled ond atuffed 
recipes, five stir frys, four roasts, 
“Uircc pdt'roa'staTTwo’bflkcdjn ] 
pastry, two meat balls ond one 
kabob. 

A variety of other ingredients 
used, 8om6 were os common oe 
green pepper and others as exotic 
as jicama and radicchio. Nine of tho 
contestants this year are men. Half 
of the women contestants work full 
• time or are self-employed. 

Idaho's entrant was one of seven 
who have previously competed in 
the beef cook-off. Last year’s na- 
tional beef cook-off winner used her 
prize winnings to launch a restau- 
rant in Nevv Jersey.

Calif., and the Rattlesnake Club in 
Denver, Colo., feature it regularly. 

And although no catfish vrill ever 
win a beauty contest, it is popular 
with dieters, because it only con- 


tains 1 16 calories per 3 V 2 ounces. 

Catfish cun be, baked, barbecued 
and broiled, nnd the firm-textured 
fillets cun be substituted for chicken 
breasts in many recipes. Mo3t_fish 
markets and .many supermarkets 
arc featuring catfish.

Do something now if you wont 
your flowering Christmas plants to 
bloom in time for the holidays. 

■ . Many people toss out their poin- 
Bcttia or kalanchoc after it finisheB 
flowering, but they usually save 
^h'cir Christmas cactus, which, from 
year to year, becomes, lorger and 
showier with proper care. 

Poinsettias may become too leggy 

• and need to be pruned during the 
• summer. But don't trim it back this 

late in the season if you want it to 
flower for Christmas. 

- Plants . that .arc. ..to__producc 
abundant, well-developed flowers 
by Christmas should be healthy and 
vigorous. Plants kept outside dur- • 

• ing the summer in a protected loca- 
tion or those kept indoors in a_ 
bright window should be ready for 
preparation for a Christmas 
display. If you haven’t fed the 
plants, apply a soluble house-plant 
fortilirer now. 

' All throe plants — poinsctlia. 
kalanchoc and Chriatmos cactus — 
are sensitive to length of day, dark- 
ness and night temperature. High 
night temperatures (neor 76 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) moy delay or re- 
duce flowering. Kalanchocs like 
night temperatures near 65 degrees 
' F. poinsettias about 60 degrees. 
Christmas cactus will set buds at 
50-65 degrees. 

Also, for flower bud development, 
these plants need short days. 
Kalanchocs should hove no more 
than 10 hours of bright light each 


day with 14 hours of total darkness 
beginning in mid-September. Do 
this by placing plants daily in a 
dark closet or a light-tight box 
about 5 p.m. and bringing them 
bock to a bright window at 7 a.m. or 
8 o.m. 

Continue this treatment for 6 
weeks or until flower buds show. 
After Octrl kcep the plants in a- 
room where lights are not turned on 
at night since natural day lengths 
are suitable afler that time. It takes 
about 3 months for flowers to ap- 
pear after the short-day treatment 
is begun. - 

Poinsettia treatment is ncorly 
the same except that flower dcvelop-- 
ment is o bit foster! Therefore the 
short-day, long-night treatment has 
to be continued until flower buds 
arc visible and color development is 
_ovidont_„-=„gcncrally 8hortly..aftcr 
Thanksgiving, 

While day length influences 
flower bud development of Christ- 
mas cactus, it is not as clear cut. 
Like poinsettias, their short-day 
treatment should begin in early 
October, ot temperatures of 60-70 
degrees, 

If 'night temperatures ore much 
over 70 degrees, Christmas' cactus 
flower poorly or not at all even with 
short-day treatment. At night tem- 
peratures between 50-55 degrees F, 
they generally set buds and flowers 
without a short-day treatment. 

Moving Christmas coctus 
abruptly from cool conditions to 
warm conditions after buds hove be- 
come visible may cause flower buds 
to drop. 


Leaky faucet stopped, new one starts

Q. - I recently changed the 
washer in a leoky faucet. After I in- 
stalled the new washer, the leak 
from the faucet opening stopped. 
Now a new leak has developed. This 
one is from the faucet handle itself 
and seems to be comirig from the 
large nut that goes all the way 
round the handle. Before I start to 
lake the faucet opart, can you tell 
me what I should know obout this 
-typeofrepair? 

A. — This leak undoubtedly is 
coming from what is called the pack- 
ing nut. The first thing to do is^to 
tighten the nut with the proper 
.wrench,, placing. some tape around 
the nut so that the finish does not 
get damaged. If the hut was loose, 
you will feel it immediately as you 
turn. Sometimes this is all that is 
necessary. But if the leak persists, 
unscrew the nut and replace the 
washer you will find underneath ih 
If there is no washer there, you will 


find a kind of stringlike substance 
called pocking. You can buy some at 
any hardware store. ^Vhen the new 
packing has been wound around the 
stem and the nut replaced, the leak 
will atop. Once in a while, the item 
• underneath the nufwill be some 
kind of rubber ring rather than con- 
ventional washer. If so, take it ofT 
and buy a reploccmcnt of the same 
size and composition. When you go 
to buy it, ask for an 0-ring. 

Q. — The drain in our kitchen 
sink works slowly. ITnlways clears 
itself, but only after 15 or 20 mi- 
nutes hove passed. I would like to 
use a chemical cleaner and a suc- 
tion cup. but my neighbor says I 
jjhouldn't do this. Is he right? . - — 

A. — They should not be used 
together. Use one or the other, as. 
operating the plunger after you 
have used a chemical can result in 
un injury from the splashing. The 
best way is to use the suction cup 
and, if that docs not work, then use 
the chemical. Or, use the chcmicol 


and forget about the plunger for the 
time being. 

Q, — Our toilet tank sweats con- 
stantly in warm weather. I know 
this can be stopped by putting a fab- 
ric covering on the lank, but when 1 
did that years ago, the fabric caused 
the toilet seal to slam down every 
once in o while. Is there some other 
way to stop the sweating? 

A. — You can use an insulating 
material on the jnslde.of the tank.. 
This will prevent the outside of the 
tank from getting cold, which con- 
denses the warm, humid air that 
settles on it, When the tank exterior 
is not cold, there will be no 
-condensation. Or. you can have a 


plumber install a valve that will 
mix a little warm water with the 
cold water in the tank, again pre- 
venting the tank exterior from get- 
ting cold.

September is a good time to plant 
ground covers such as myrtle, pach- 
ysandra and winter creeper on 
steep banks, around shrubs and in 
shady areas. 

It is nearly time also, at first 
frost, to protect young trees and 
shrubs with 2-3 inches of mulch. 


Use well-rotted manure, leaves, 
woodchips or peat moss. 

Guard trees against winter dam- 
age from rabbits and rodents by 
wrapping u metal or plastic barrier 
around the trunk, well above the 
snow line. Remove this barrier in 
the spring. 


Flower variation goes beyond ihmedible 


This year we planted 75 new flowers in the 
Ricks College Horticultural Research and Dem- 
onstration Garden. All but a few were brand 
new this year- Can you believe there are that 
many new flowers created in a single year? 

There arc probably that many more which we 
didn't plant. 

I have been watching them all summer. Here 
arc some notes on the ones that I consider to be 
some of the most outstanding for adaptability 
to our Intermountain climate. 

We planfcd the three 1988 All-American win- 
ners which will be available commercially next 
spring for the first time. Petunia Ultra Crim- 
son Star is the most unifonr* star pattern of 
any petunia I have overgrown. It produces 
large crimson flowers with white stars on 

^unifonn..vigorous.plont8..Ccloaia_NewJ^,qk is 

a scarlet feather flower Cclosia with deep pur- 
ple bronze leaves. It is interesting and colorful, 
but not os uniform and vigofous as Cclosia Cen- 
tury Mix, which was an All-America winner in 
1985. 1 -was a little disappointed in Shasta 
Daisy Snow Lady. It is dwarf and early 
blooming, but not as vigorous or uniform as I

would expect. It is supposed to be a perennial, 
but we will have to wail until next spring to see 
if it can survive our winters. 

Delphinium M’agic Fountains is a knee high 
variety which has excellent, large double flow- 
ers in a wide color range. I like delphiniums, 
but most varieties are so tall that they need 
support. If it is reliably hardy here it could be a 
very nice addition to ourj)crcnnials. 

There are many new geraniums introduced 
.each.yaarJily-favorite.new.onc3 are Pink Elite,, 
a bright rose pink and New Dawn, a bright 
salmon pink with a white eye. Both ore uni- 
form and very heavy bloomers. 

, I think there are more new marigolds than 
any other flower species. Five new dwarf 
French (6 to 10-inch) were very good. Granada 
is a single gold. French Candy is a maroon, 


and orange and very dwarf. Hero Gold is a per- 
fect 6-inch companion to Hero Flame. Two new 
" triploid marigolds are understanding. They are 
Cortez Yellow with 4-inch flowers on,8-inch 
C^lants and Yellow Fireworks with 2Vii-Tnch flow- 
e’rsxin 12-inch plants. 

■ There are almost n.s many new pansies as 
marigolds. Three scries with which I am very 
impressed arc Super Majestic with very large 
flowers. Crown with large non-blotchcd flowers 
and Crystal Bowl with medium, non-blotch'ed 
flowers. Each is now available in several sepa- 
. rate colors. The individual colors moke very 
■ striking flower beds, more cfTcctive than a mix- 
ture of colors.

Hand lace making 
no trivial pursuit

For Mrs. Warren and Mrs. 
Pullman, two proper Victorian 
women of the 1870s, the gentle act 
of lace making was no trivial' 
pursuit. 

It wuB, they believed, an art form 
us "old US the hills" that "brings 
daily bloH-sings to every home’ and 


“cheats grief of its sorrow,' 

With such a lofty estimation of 
their favorite craft, it is no wonder 
the two industrious ladies produced 
their own book on the subject. Ac- 
cording to Country Home mngnzmc, 
“Treasures In Needlework" was 
first published in 1870 and re- 
printed in 1976 by Berkley Pub- 
lishing Corp. of New York. "It is 
gratifying to think." Uie authors' 
stated in their preface, “that a 
spirit of emulation . has been 
aroused, which must, sooner or 
later, render the knowledge of this 
art necessary to the perfection of 
womanly education.” . 

Womanly education 

notwithstanding, hand luce making 
was an exacting cruft requiring 
many hours of tedious patience and 
devotion, Warren notes the art "was 
among the best adapted for showing 
to advantage n pretty hand." The. 
lremcndouB~irm‘'o'uril8~6r“tinie ' inV' 
volvcd were'all put to good use by 
the Victorians, who look advantage 
of the hours to indulge in anotherfa- 
vorite pastime — moralizing. "Be 
contented with nothing short of 
perfection," writes Warren in

whilst taking their lessons, pul all 
your powers, mental and physical, 
in the work." Adds Pullman, “None 
so liulo-enjoy life, and arc such bur- 
dens to themselves, ns those who 
have noljiing to do.

Although machine luce making 
would all but remove the craft from 
the parlors and sitting Vooms of the 
home after the turn . of the century, 
the Victorian Era bequeathed 
•' America a heritage-of beautiful 
hftndinadc lace. Lace making fitted 
neatly with the Victorians’ desire 
for ornamentation in their, everyday 
lives. During the era, lace was used 
lavishly in clothing and in home 


furnishings. Domestic finery in- 
cluded doilies, untimncimsars adorn- 
ing the backs and arms of sofas and 
chairs, curtains, and tablecloths 
with arabesques an_d scidlops. L nce 
edgings "foF bc'd' alid bath linens 
were also popular. 

Victorian dress featured on ex- 
travaganza of luce ranging from 
simple, dainty handkerchiefs to lav- 


lsH~cnnolinc tiounces, bcaufIfuF ten 
gowns, huge collars called 
pelerines, cuffs, caps, .shawls, and 
even parasols and fansTLacy panta- 
loons were fashionable for women. 
Chemises, camisoles, petticoats and 
nightdresses were all lace trimmed. 
Chldren, especially infants, were 
smothered in lnce. Christening cups 
and gowns with heavily embroi- 
dered and elaborate' edgings were 
all the rage. 

Victorian handmade luce was of- 
ten produced using one of two 
techniques: bobbin or needle. Bob- 
bin lace was produced using the 
threads from many bobbins or long 
spools. Each 4towd was inter- 
twined with its riagnbors in n com- 
plex pattern formed by pins stuck in 
paper. Needle luce was formed from 
a single thread worked into a pat- 
tern and stitched directly onto 
paper. When completed, the paltcm 
'wnsTcmforrctHirkey stress’pointsr 
such 'ns buttonholes, and then cut 
free of the paper. Needle lnce "was 
generally considered t.o be 'the more 
difficult, and finer, art. 

The most exquisite laces were pro- 
duced in Italy and the Netherlands 
in the 17th and 18th centuries. In 
the 19th century. France and Ire- 
land also became famous makers of 
lace. Riding the wave of Victorian 
entiiusiusm fur filigree and 

ostentation, America produced 
much beautiful handmade lacc in 
the lute 19th century.
